Less grain was boated out yesterday 
than on any day since storms held up 
shipping last week, ‘Three boats put 
out of the port of Fort Willlam and 
they carried but 464,000 bushels, ‘The 
number of cars awaiting unloading 
was cut down by 275 cars to less than 
4400 cars, 

At the same time, storage in prairie 
levators showed the first drop in a 
week, Bin contents fell more than 
100,000 bushels to 86,157,000 bushels, 
though government elevator contents 
increased by 80,000 bushels almost to 
within 750,000 bushels of their 12,000,- 
000 bushel capacity, 

Both loadings and marketings 
showed a pronouced drop, ‘The former 
fell 20 per cent to 738 cars and the 
latter decreased nearly 30 per cent to 
1,039,000 bushels

16 Lost Lives When 
Ship Sank In Storm

KENOSHA, Wis., Oct, 30.— Sixteen 
men lost thelr lives when the steamer 
Wisconsin sank in a storm yesterday 
it wac determined today by the testi- 
mony of Harvey Lyon, purser of the 
ship, at a federal investigation. 

Lyon testified that there were 71 
members of the passenger freight ship 
crew and four passengers, Seventy- 
tive as the total number aboard ts 
“sure,” he said.

Fif- 
ty-nine more persons were rescued, 19

PREMIER KING 
LEAVES EAST 
FOR PRAIRIES 


Prime Minister’ Will Speak 
in Several Cities in Wes- 
tern Canada

OTTAWA, Ont,, Oct, 30,- 
well-filled itinerary ahead of him, 
Prime Minister MacKenzie King left 
early this morning on his western 
tour, the first stop-over to be at Win- 
nipeg. In that city he will make his 
first political speech since parliament 
prorogued Eight speeches are al- 
ready planned, six on the prairies and 
two on the Pacific Coast, It is possible 
this program may be added to as the 
tour progresses 

Mr. King’s speech at Winnipeg on 
Priday night will be eagerly awaited 
by the people of Canada for any indi- 
cation from the head of the govern- 
ment as to future policy. The refusal 
of liquor clearances to the United 
States, the appointment of women to 
the senate, the transfer of natural re- 
sources to the western provinces, these 
are some of the questions it is ex- 
pected the Prime Minister may dis- 
cuss, The uncertainty of the new 
tariff bill before the United States 
Senate makes it difficult to forecast 
what Canada's attitude will be. 

When Parliament was in session, 
the ministry took the position that 
this country should wait until United 
States authorities definitely made up 
their mind about the tariff and then 
meet the situation when it assumed 
concrete form,

| BRITTLE FINGERNAILS 


Nails which are brittle and there- 
fore hard to keep in good condition 
seem to be a common fll, So many 
readers have written asking for advice 
on this subject and a little general in- 
formation on the treatment of this 
condition will no doubt be welcome. 

In the first place, if the nails are 
extremely brittle, one should take na- 
ture'’s hint that something ts wrong 
with one’s physical condition, unless 
there are obvious external reasons for 
the condition. For instance, the oon- 
dition may be caused by the use of 
chemicals in one's work or by the use 
of too harsli soaps, The latter ts often 
true of the home woman; perhaps 
she uses too strong soaps when wasli- 
ing dishes or in other tasks about the 
home.

| of ehildren in our large towns and 
many Canadian babies suffer from it, 
Therefore of invaluable assistance to 
the parents of young children is the 
booklet on the Precention and Cure 
of Rickets, which has been recently 
issued by the Dominion government, 
and which may be obtained free from 
the Department of National Health, 
the Elgin building, Ottawa. 

Rickets is a disease of malnutrition 
caused by the lack of sun and suit- 
able food, and although in “Sunny 
Alberta” there would seem to be lit- 
tle danger of children developing this 
ailment, a great many children here 
do suffer from rickets on account of 
being kept indoors, out of the sun- 
light, and not being given the proper 
vitamin-econtatning food.

LONDON, Oct, 30.—'The Recorder 
(Sir Ernest Wild, K.C,) made some 
observations at the Old Bailey on the 
challenge of women jurors by which 
he said, by “an antiquated power,” the 
object of parliament in getting women 
to assist in the administration of jus- 
tice was being defeated. 

Counsel} {n a case where A man was 
charged with a grave offence against 
a girl of eight had objected to women 
serving on the jury. 

Sir Ernest Wild said that this ques- 
tlon of the right of challenge should 
be brought to the attention of parila- 
ment, It was a curlous anachronism 
that arose from the time when forfei- 
ture of goods and life could follow a 
conviction for felony. In such a 
charge a prisoner was entitled to 20 
peremptory challenges, for which he 
need give no ground whatever. 

While this challenge could be mado 
in the case of stealing a fowl it could 
not be made in a case of criminal l- 
bel, incest, or other grave misdemean- 
or without stating the cause, That 
was an anachronism that ought to be 
attended to by proper authorities, ex- 
pecially when use was made of it for 
the purpose of defeating the express 
opinion of parliament that women 
should be allowed to assist th the ad- 
ministration of Justice, he declared. 

In that case jurors had been object~ 
ed to because they were women, and it 
meant that counsel by exercising this 
antiquated power was preventing wo- 
men assisting at all, Moreover, in 
that particular case they would have 
derived the greatest advantage from 
the presence of women on the jury 
because they understood young chil- 
dren as well as, or better than, men.

DISAPPEARING: 


Dominion Archeologist 
Finds Little—Germans, 
Americans Take It ' 


By THOMAS WAYLING 


Edmonton Bulletin Staff

OTTAWA, Oct, 30-—Ancient Indian | 
lore and ancient Indian customs are | 
fast. becoming a closed book in Can- | 
ada, German and American archae- | 
Ologists have been buying up Indian 
relics ,and there is little left for Can- 
ada, 

Last year complaint was made that 
American palacntologists were rob- 
bing the Dominion of the fossil relics 
of the Cretaceous and other pre-his- 
toric periods of Canada, The Do- 
minion government had not voted the 
money for Canada to carry on any 


but the smallest expeditions in the 
bad lands of the west. 
Harland I, Smith, archaeologist of 


Museum, returned w 
Ottawa today after spending the 
whole summer collecting relics and 
data on early Indian Life in British 
Columbia and Alberta, He brought 
back records of some ancient rock 
carvings, bought a few old Indian 
relics and took some moving pictures 
but there was no excavating or other 
adequate search, It is understood 
that Canada has let the museums ol 
New York, Chicago, Berlin and else- 
where go in and buy up in the past 
ten or twenty years the things which 
should be in the National Museum to 
make the ancient history of Canada a 
continuous story without the gap» 
which now exist, Mr. Smith travelled 
extensively on Vancouver Island and 
} also visited Gleichen, Alberta, On 
Hornby Island he found ancient rock 
carvings in’ seven localities, ‘These 
were rapidly disappearing, having 
been carved on the sandstone at low 
tide, and at cach high tide the drift 
wood rubbed and broke the rock, The 
carvings showed whales and other 
forms of life, including some human- 
like figures. The carvings were 69} 
old as to be beyond the memory of 
even the oldest Indians of the dis- 
trict, 

North of Victoria Mr, Smith found 
an old grave monument, the figure of 
an Indian trampling on his enemies 
and holding aloft the wooden box 
which held the body of the deceased 


the National 


This was bought for the National 
Museum. 

The archaeologist, seeking moving 
pictures of ancient Indian life to 
make a permanent record before it 
disappeared for ever, found this task | 
very difficult. The young Indians 


did not even know whaftheir parents 
used to wear or how they lived. A 
few of the older Indians furnished 
some material. At one place Mr 
Smith found an old Indian bowl. He 
bought it, byt left it with the old In- | 
dian woman who had it, At another 
lace he found an old spoon, which | 
ne took back to the old squaw and 
she showed him how they were used 


Friday he kept saying: 'God—he's go- 
ing to dic, I haven't nerve enough 
to get money and he'll die.’ He said 
this until I could hardly stand it, He 
was sure that we could save him if we 
only had the money, He was all 
wrapped up in him, He asks me all 
day now where his father is . .
